CHICAGO, May 29.—(#/)—Melvin 
H. Purvis, head of the local bureau of 
the federal department of investiga- 
tion, expressed the opinion today that 
John Dillinger is dend.

The new 
measure, containing full details of the 
president’s plan, wili make clear, of- 
ficials said, the points which have 
raised controversy in congress. 

The short bill, apparently conferring 
extremely broad powers on the admin- 
istration, was the subject of misunder- 
standing and,* officials said, the pri- 
mary cause of disputes which appar- 
ently threatened passage for a time. 

The legislation is only a part of 
the housing program. This program 
covers .the field from material and 
labor costs to transportation, and the 
principles projected have received ap- 
proval from industrial and labor lead- 
ers. Railroads have not definitely de- 
clared their intention to co-operate but 
are expected to do so soon. 

Officials said the emphasis of re- 
covery efforts for the next 18 months 
would ke ‘based on housing, and that 
NRA, public works, emergency relief 
and other government agencies would 
follow rather than lead. 

Officials stressed that although 
modernizing and repair, falling under 
the general heading of reconditioning, 
covered the emergency features of the 
program, the real purposes might be 
expressed in this way: 

1.-To reopen the mortgage market 
so that the vast sums now held in 
private hands may flow into building 
under a government plan which will 
insure loans on both new and old 
building and which will affect all 
lending agencies, including building 
and loan associations, commercial 
banks, insurance companies, mortgage 
lending firms, and trustee  institu- 
tions. 

2. To raise the standard of human 
habitation and to lower the cost of 
living in an owned home. 

8. To take the shortest possible 
cut to re-employment of the 10,000,- 
000 out of work. Approximately 
5.000.000 of these, officials said, are 
directly employed in the varying 
branches of the construction industry, 
and a large proportion of the remain- 
ing unemployed are indirectly affected. 

The legislation contemplates insur- 
ance of loans on new homes up to 
80 per cent of their appraised value, 
and on old homes up to 60 per cent 
of their appraised value. It also pro- 
vides for the incorporation of nation- 
al mortgage associations which would 
supply funds in areas now short of 
construction money.

I realize that your office acts under iIn- 
structions, and realize also that you are 
personally in sympathy with what I am 
writing. 

The pronouncement of the government that 
3.2 beer was a non-intoxicating beverage 
was accepted by our people as being a happy 
solution of the beer situation. The city of 
Atlanta legalized the traffic on this beer 
as far as it could do so and it has been 
a wonderfully beneficial thing. It has re- 
vived business to a very large extent. It 
has given employment to a great many peo- 
ple. It has provided a large revenue to the 
city of Atlanta which we cannot afford to 
lose and has encouraged the drinking of 
non-intoxicating drinks and has been a won- 
derful aid to temperance, good citizenship 
and good governnment. 

We are now confronted with what appears 
to be an ‘intention on the part of the gov- 
ernment to upset this program which will 
be very unfortunate indeed. We have en- 
forced the 3.2 law to the best of our abil- 
ity and our people have accpted it in good 
faith and it should not be upset. 

There are many technicalities in the law 
which, in the administration of government 
can be and should be waived; this is one 
of them. Beer, we will have. We had it 
before and we still have it. With strict 
enforcement of the law, as it could be en- 
forced, it will mean the return of the home- 
brew era and the bootlegger recime, all of 
which is disastrous—whereas to allow things 
to continue as they are, will mean that the 
re-

Passing of the great admiral raised 
grave questions for the government 
and the navy which had leaned heavy- 
ily on him for advice in deciding Ja- 
pan’s program for the forthcoming 
preliminary conversations with Eng- 
land and the United States about 
naval disarmament. Extremists in the 
navy, who demand naval parity with 
Britain and America, were expected to 
shout their demands louder than ever 
now that Togo’'s restraining influence 
has been removed. 

Togo was born in February, 1847. 
in Kogoshina prefecture, Island of 
Kyushu, a member of the Satsuma 
clan from which practically all Ja- 
pan’s naval officers in the period of 
the restoration were drawn. 

He was sent to England for study 
in 1871 and served some time with 
the British navy. He commanded the 
cruised Naniva during the Sino-Jap- 
anese war and on that vessel estab- 
lished the reputation which caused 
Emperor Matsuhiro, as Meiji was 
known in his life time, to select him 
for command of the combined fleet 
assembled to meet the Russian Bal- 
tic squadron when it came to the far 
east during the Russo-Japanese war 
of 1905. 

Togo’s victory over the Russians 
was the high spot of his career. He 
sank 38 of the 40 chief Russian ships, 
established Japan as a sea power and 
made possible the subsequent’ great 
land operations in Manchuria which 
won victory for Nippon, enabling her 
later to anex Korea and eventually 
to gain control of all Manchuria.

$10,000,000 HOLC LOANS. 

Announcement by the Georgia 
agency of the Home Owners’ Loan 
Corporation that the $10,000,000 
mark has been passed in the re- 
financing of distressed mortgages 
on Georgia homes reveals the ex- 
tent to which practical relief is be- 
ing extended by this branch of the 
federal recovery program, 

These $10,000,000 of loans rep- 
resent the saving of nearly 5,000 
homes which would have been lost 
to their owners, with their equity 
in them, if the government had not 
come to their rescue. On the na- 
tional average of four and a half 
persons to the family the Georgia 
agency has already preserved the 
Security of the home for some 
22,500 men, women and children. 

The task of the agency has hard- 
ly begun. Thousands of applica- 
tions .for relief are still unacted 
upon out of which sufficient are 
certain to refjnancing of existing 
mortgages to assure that the homes 
of more than 100,000 Georgians 
will have been saved, probably by 
the end of the year. : 

As the result of the action of con- 
gress in guaranteeing the princi- 
pal as well as the interest of the 
corporation’s bonds and the co-op- 
eration of the mortgage holders, the 
work of the HOLC has been speed- 
ed up and a large number of com- 
pleted loans are being recorded in 
Georgia and most of the other 
States, 

The HOLC has of necessity had 
to move slowly in getting under 
full swing to extend the vital relief 
for which it is intended. It differs 
from many of the other federal re- 
lief agencies, in that it is based on 
purely business principles and its 
activities require far more atten- 
tion to minute details. It is now 
the largest loan agency the world 
has ever known and it has naturally 
taken time and experience to de- 
velop a personne! the various 
State agencies that would function 
efficient! and with due regard to 
the safeguarding of the govern- 
ment’s investment,

CATTLEMEN’S ASSOCIATION, 

A forward step in promoting the 
beef cattle industry in Georgia and 
the southeast was taken at the re- 
cent cattlemen’s conference just 
held in Atlanta, when representa- 
tives from Georgia, Florida, Louisi- 
ana, Alabama and South Carolina 
met to discuss the program of the 
agricultural adjustment administra- 
tion as it will affect cattlemen of 
the southeastern states. 

The government has recently an- 
nounced. an appropriation of ap- 
proximately $200,000,000 for the 
purpose of reducing the available 
cattle supply of the nation by at 
least 2,000,000 head. 

One proposal that was made con- 
templated the elimination of scrub 
sires in the south, to be in part re- 
placed with pure bred sires from 
other sections for the purpose of 
improving the quality of beef pro- 
duced in Georgia and the south- 
east. 

Another proposal that met with 
favorable response was the slaugh- 
ter of animals afflicted with tuber- 
culosis and bang disease. 

Before the conference adjourned 
those present formed the Gulf and 
Coast Cattle Producers’ Association, 
and invitations were sent imme- 
diately to cattlemen in North Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Arkansas and Mis- 
sissippi to affiliate with the new 
organization through the medium 
of strong state associations. 


Florida formed a strong state as- 
sociation two years ago, and is op- 
erating to the great advantage of 
cattlemen of that state. The Geor- 
gia Beef Cattlemen’s Association, 
organization of which was spon- 
sored by The Constitution and 
Southern Cultivator, is less than a 
year old, but is already gaining 
large numbers of cattlemen as mem- 
bers. President Roosevelt, Gover- 
nor Talmadge, and Robert W. Bing- 
ham, American ambassador to Great 
Britain, are all active members of 
the association, each having large 
herds in this state. 

With strong associations in all of 
the southeastern states, affiliated 
with an active sectional association, 
working for the common good of

They thought the shoot- 
ing might start any minute. 

Somewhat the same underlying temper of the people was mani- 
fest when the Hitlerites raided an anti-Hitler society headquarters 
in the Saar and confiscated the names of society members, appar- 
ently for use in determining who should vote in the Saar Plebescite 
next year. Feelings like those cannot be suppressed by agreement. 


ENCOURAGEMENT The United States diplomats will never 

Say so publicly, but they are pleased to 
see France and Russia moving toward a defensive alliance. Such an 
alliance would do more to prolong European peace than a dozen 
disarmament conferences in the existing situation. 

The alliance is a gentle hint to Hitler that he cannot fight France 
until he is strong enough to whip Russia at the same time. It will 
be a long time before Hitler becomes that strong. 

For that reason, England and Italy may not interfere, although 
the alliance leaves Mussolini out on a limb by himself, and does not

STOP AT DEMOREST. | 

Thousands of cars speed daily along United States Highway 
No. 23. One of the Slow-Down-to-Twenty-Miles-an-Hour 
towns on the highway is Demorest—a city with a history which | 
makes it unique in Georgia’s unique history. 

Piedmont College is there with its splendid history 
and its remarkable student body. Demorest High school 
is there. Those who stop find a city that is different. 
Lyemorest was probably the last colony founded in the 

United States. In 1889-90 a group which had organized 
with members from New England and the northwest, moved as | 
a colony to the section that is now Demorest. 

Lands had been purchased from J. S. Green and on 
this land the colony established itself. It was a strict 
prohibition group. In fact this was the bond which drew 
it together. At that time Jennings Demorest was the 
leading prohibitionist and Georgia one of the first states 
to enact prohibition laws. They named the city for 
Demorest. 

In every deed of the township—and in every deed todavy— ‘| 
is the clause which declares that if anv property be used for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors it shall revert to the original 
owners. Probably there are someJands which should have so 
reverted but Demorest is still rather rigid as to that. 

Yet the town is liberal in comparison with many in 
the south. 
schools, elementary, high school and college, have been 
reflected in its high-type citizenship. 

Every city has its story. And vet I doubt if any is more 
interesting than this story of the colony which came trom New 
England and the northwest and founded this citv in the moun- 
tains of north Georgia.

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TO SNAP WHIP 


Dundee’sCrownMenaced; 
Jewish Star Offers Me- 
Larnin Return Fight. 


By Edward J. Neil. 


(Associated Press Sports Writer.) 

NEW YORK, May 29.—(4)— 
Barney Ross, first man ever to hold 
the lightweight and welterweight ti- 
tles at the same time, looked brightly 
out of his one good eye today toward 
new horizone—and his half-powered 
gaze lighted on the middleweight 
realm of Vince Dundee. 

The ambitions of this amazing 
young man from Chicago who wal- 
loped the welter crown from the head 
of Jimmy McLarnin last night, would 
embarrass a Caesar. But it’s all as 
normal and natural to Barney as was 
his pre-fight statement few of the ex- 
perts would believe. ‘“McLarnin sim- 
ply can’t beat me.” 

“Sure,” said Ross today as he 
loafed around a hotel room with only 
a purple, half-closed left eye to show 
that he was just returned from the 
fistic wars. “I'll ‘fight anyone, and 
I think Dundee would be easier than 
McLarnin was. If the fans would 
like to see me fight him, I’m ready. 
Wouldn’t that be something, light- 
weight, welterweight, middleweight 
champion?” 

FIELD DAY. 

While McLarnin, his face battered, 
his heart broken, hid himself away, 
Ross had a field day. Congratula- 
tions, vaudeville offers, even a sus- 
pension from the National Boxing As- 
sociation for failure to go through 
with a fight in Fort Worth, Texas, 
potted in on him. He’s going back 
to his training camp at Ferndale, N. 
Y., to rest a few days before return- 
ing to Chicago for the graduation from 
high school early next month of his 
youngest brother, George. He, tech- 
nically, has been the head of the big 
Rasofsky clan since his father was 
murdered in a grocery store hold-up 
a dozen years ago. 

Despite the fact the bowl was near- 
ly filled, with only a few of its 65,000 
seats unoccupied, the official paid at- 
tendance today was put at 39,968 
and the receipts at $194.329.67.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams

Georgia turtles have always fasci- 
nated me, I remember those I saw 
years ago on Lake Juniper—near the 
railroad station of Juniper, east of 
Columbus—with a great deal of pleas- 
ure.

Communications Bill

WASHINGTON, May .29.—(4/)—

The United States of America and 
the Republie of Cuba, being animated 
by the desire to fortify the relations 
of friendship between the two coun- 
tries and to modify, with this purpose, 
the relations established between them 
by the treaty of relations signed Ha- 
bana, May 22, 1903, have appointed, 


with this intention, as their plenipo-. 


tentiaries: 

The president of the United States 
of America; Mr. Cordell Hull, secre- 
tary of state of the United States of 
America, and Mr. Sumner Welles, as- 
sistant secretary of state of the Unit- 
ed States of America; and 

The provisional president of the Re- 
public of Cuba, Senor Dr. Manuel 
Marquez Sterling, ambassador extraor- 
dinary and plenipotentiary of the Re- 
public of Cuba to the United States 
of America; 

Who, after having communicated to 
each other their full powers which 
were found to be in good and due 
form, have agreed upon the following 


articles: 
Article 1. 

The treaty of relations which was 
concluded between the two contracting 
parties on May 22, 1903, shall cease 
to be in force, and is abrogated. from 
the date on which the present treaty 
goes into effect. 

Article 2. 

All the acts effected in Cuba by the 
United States of America during its 
military occupation of the island. up 
to May 20, 1902, the date on which 
the Republic of Cuba was established, 
have been ratified and held as valid; 
and all rights legally acquired by vir- 
tue of those acts shall be maintained 
and protected. 

Article 3. 


Until the two contracting parties ' 


agree to the modification or abroga- 
tion of the stipulations of the agree- 
ment in regard to the lease to the 
United States of America of lands in 
Cuba for coaling and naval stations 
signed by the president of the Repub- 
lic of Cuba on February 16, 1903, and 
by the president of the United States 
of America on the 23d day of the 
same month and year, the stipulations 
of that agreement with regard to the 
naval station of Guantanamo shall 
eontinue in effect. The supplementary 
agreement in regard to naval or coal- 
ing stations signed between the two 
governments on July 2, 1903,: also 
shall continue in effect in the same 
form and on the ‘same conditions with 
respect to the naval station at Guan- 
tanamo. So long as the United States 
of America shall not abandon the said 
naval station of Guantanamo or the 
two governments shall not agree to a 
modification of its present limits, the 
station shall continue to have the ter- 
ritorial area that it now has, with the 
limits that it has on the date of the 
signature of the present treaty. 
Article 4. 

If at any time in the future a sit- 
uation should arise that appears to 
point to an outbreak of contagious 
disease in the territory of either of 
the contracting parties, either of the 
two. governments shall, for its own 
protection, and without its act being 
considered unfriendly, exercise freely 
and at its discretion the right to sus- 
pend communications between those of 
its ports that it may designate and 
all or part of the territory of the 
other party,.and for the period that 
it may consider to be advisable. 

Article 5. 

The present treaty shall be rati- 
fied by the contracting parties in ac- 
eordanes with their respective consti- 
tutional methods; and shall go into ef- 
tece on the date of the exchange of 
their ratifieations, which shall take 
place in the city of Washington as 
soon as possible. 

In faith whereof, the respective 
plenipotentiaries have signed the pres- 
ent treaty and have affixed their saals 
thereto. 

Done in duplicate, in the English 
and Spanish languages, at Washing- 
ton on the twenty-ninth day of Mar, 
one thousand nine hundred and thirty- 
four.

THE WORLD'S TIME. 

“Are the people of China going to 
bed now?” 

There is 2 three-year-old boy who 
sometimes asks this question at the 
breakfast table; and he also asks, from 
time to time, ““What are the people 
in Europe doing now?” 


This little fellow is interested in 
what he nas heard about the sun shin- 
ing on one part of the earth while 
another part is dark. 

It is the sur which gives us the 
key to changes of time on our old 


‘earth. The sun keeps on shining, day 


and night, put the earth twists around 
The place where you 
live is lighted by the sun during & 
portion of each day, but there are 
other hours in which it is overspread 
by darkness. 


The same story takes place all over | 


the earth, except in the frigid zones— 


where readers of this newspaper do | 


not live; and at a given moment, the 


folk of one place are asleep while | 
those of another are enjoying the sun- | 


shine. oes 
Let us suppose that a man in New 
York is eating an early breakfast. 


At the same time people in London: 


'may call 
|it led. to trouble for people who trav- 


and Paris will be eating lunch. The 
folk of India and China will be fin- 
ishing the work of the day, perhaps 
eating the evening meal. In Austra- 
lia, the people will be going to bed; 
and in San Francisco, all except ear- 
ly risers, will be deep in slumber. 


Just a little more than 50 years 
ago, it was the custom for people of 
different places to go by ““‘local time.” 
When the sun was at the highest point 
on a given day, it was noon of that 
day, his meant a difference of 17 
minutes between London and Glas- 
gow; of 10 minutes between Chicago 
and St. Louis; of one hour and 44 
minutes petween Quebec and Winni- 
peg; and of 45 minutes between Ber- 
lin and Paris. 

Local time is the correet time (we 
it “Nature’s time”); but 


eled from one place to another. 

Much of this trouble was taken 
away when “time belts’ or “zones” 
came into use. Sandford Fleming, a 
Canadian of Scotch descent, deserves 
much of the credit for bringing about 
this new system. In 1878 he pro- 
posed that the earth be divided into 


| 24 zones, each to have a certain hour 
of the day. 


There was much talk about the plan 
and a few years later it was adopted 
by railroads of Canada and the Unit- 


‘ed States, and in Great, Britain as 


well. 

| When it is noon at Greenwich, Eng- 
land,.by.the time. belt system, if is 
'7 o'clock in the morning (standard 


time) in New York—and 4 o'clock in 
the morning in San Francisco. North 
America has five kinds of time—At- 
lantic. eastern, central, mountain and 
Pacific. 

Many countries have lagged behind 
in regard to the time helt system; 
but all may adopt it in the course of 


years.

BERLIN, May 29.—(/)—Attempts 
to reach an agreement between for- 
eign creditors and the German reicrs- 
bank ended today in what amounted 
to a declaration of a six months’ mo- 
ratorium on interest payments on 
German bonds, excepting the Dawes 
and Young loans. 

The offer of the reichsbank was 
rejected by Dutch and Swiss repre- 
sentatives, while the Americans agreed 
only to present it to creditors, and 
the British, French and Swedish rep- 
resentatives were prepared to recon- 
mend conditional acceptance. 

The reichsbank offered refunding 
bonds in payment of coupons matur- 
ing during the next year, the first 
batch being due July 1. 

The bonds will bear three per cent 
interest and there would be a three 
per cent sinking fund, making a to- 
tal of six per cent. 

The bonds will be issued by the 
conversion office, guaranteed by the 
reich, and will mature January 1, 
1945, being payable in the currency 
of the original bonds. 

For coupon holders wishing cash, 
the reichbank agrees to undertaké to 
purchase the coupons or the bonds at 
any time commencing six months aft- 
er the date of the coupons.

U.S. Dollar Most Favored Unit 


Despite Dilution of Currency 


By W. R. HUFF. 

NEW YORK, May 29.—(/)—In 
the face of talk of inflation and cur- 
rency dilution, the dollar stands to- 
day as the most favored monetary 
unit in the world. 

Ever since the definite proposal in 
Washington last week of legislation 
to “nationalize” and provide for pur- 
chases of vast amounts of silver, the 
dollar, through coincidence of strong 
supporting factors, has been rising in 
terms of foreign currencies. 

The proposed silver legislation has 
drawn the fire of orthodox economists, 
yet the foreign exchange markets have 
manifested increasing the confidence 
in the American currency. 

“rances, leading unit of the so-called 
gold bloc, declined almost to the point 
yesterday where gold shipments to 
New York would be profitable. The 
quotation declined to 6.591-2 cents, 
against a theoretical gold point of 
6.59 cents, that is, the level at which 
it would be cheaper for buyers of dol- 
lars to send gold to America rather 
than pay the extra premium on dollar 
exchange. 

At the same time. dispatches from 
Milan announced the tightening of 
control over the lira, forbidding all 
operations in foreign exchange in 
Italy. except those arising from gen- 


| 


uine commercial requirements or for 
travel abroad, requiring the declara- 
tion of foreign balances and prohibit- 
ing the purchase of securities abroad. 

The lira is well supported by a 
strong reserve in the Bank of Italy. 
Its persistent discount at 4 per cent 
or so below par has been regarded 
without excitement because of the 
stringent control exercised over the 
currency’s movements by the fascist 
authorities. 

The need for still stricter control 
was interpreted in the market as 
pointing to the gradually undermining 
influence of trade stagnation and the 
difficulty of competing with devaiued 
currencies, like the dollar and the 
pound sterling. 

Last week the German mark touch- 
ed a new low since devaluation of the 
dollar. 

Part of the weakre in franes 
has been due to operations in support 
of the pound sterling by the British 
exchange control which has been sell- 
ing frances in Paris and buying ster- 
ling. This has been to offset offer- 
ings of pound arising from the outflow 
of capital from London and commer- 
cial buying of dollars. Consequently 
the frane held steady against the 
pound and has declined with sterling 


against the dollar.

Such a great majority of bridge 
players now use the four-five no- 
trump convention as an insurance of 
bidding makable slams and refusing to 
bid slams which cannot be made, that 
it is comparatively rare to see play- 
ers reach after a slam without the 
aces necessary to produce it. 

The other day, however, watching a 
rubber game at Crockford’s Club, 
New York, I saw a partnership reach 
an unmakable slam because the part- 
ners thought they needed no such 
crutch as the four-five no-trump con- 
vention upon which to lean. They felt 
that their judgment of card values 
was too accurate to require any sys- 
tem except their own common sense.

Unemployment Is Main 
Cause, David Adie Tells 
Junior League. 


TORONTO, May 29.—(/)—“A tre- 
mendous social change is taking place 


in the world today,” said David C. 
Adie, commissioner of special welfare 
for New York state, who is in Toronto 
today to address the Junior League 
convention. 

“A more communal mode of living 
is coming into being,” he, remarked 
in’ an interview. “In the past shame 
and loss of social status were involved 
in taking relief. But now there are 
12,000,000 unemployed in the United 
States alone, one out of every eight 
being on relief. In consequence, people 
expect and accept relief as a right and 
without suffering loss of self-respect. 

“All through the world the old or- 
der is gradually passing. The social 
differences that once separated so- 
ciety have largely vanished. People are 
gradually merging towards a common 
level, The government seems faced 
with the choice between fascism and 
an ever-widening democracy, Person- 
ally I prefer the latter.” 

The birth of new political parties 
such ag the Co-operative Common- 
wealtie Federation, Canada, was ex-

“There will: be far more volunteer 
workers in the public field,” he fore- 
east, “and there will be a shift toward 
internationalism.
